At this time of the year, when all 
sorts of equipment for the summer 
season is being overhauled and put 
in shape, it would be very unwise to 
leave your refrigerator off the list. 
Other things may contibute to your 
comfort or recreation 
during 
the 
summer, but nothing is quite as im­ 
portant to youc health and general 
well-being during the hot months as 
a good refrigerator that is properly 
taken care of. 
Most refrigerators are like most 
people—the better you treat them, 
the better they will serve you. If 
the home refrigerator is to give max­ 
imum of efficiency it must receive 
intelligent care, suited to its 
con­ 
struction and the work required of 
it. This is imperative not only on th 
score of economy, but because fail­ 
ure may result in serious family ill­ 
ness. The refrigerator guards 
the 
food of the family just as the chain 
of refrigerated carriers between the 
producer and the cusumer take care 
of the condition of 
perishables at 
every stage of marketing. 
A lter you buy sound, wholesome 
products, your intelligence and your 
home refrigerator must keep them 
sound and wholesome. The refriger­ 
ator must be scrupulously clean if 
the food for the family is to be in 
uniformly good condition. Spoilage 
is delayed and the original quality 
of the food is maintained if the re­ 
frigerator Is really “on the job.*' 
Here are a few suggestions to as­ 
sist you in getting the 
best * work 
possible out of your refrigerator: 
Keep it in a cool 
place, as 
far 
away from the stove as is convenient 
and where it will be accessible 
to 
the ice man. 
7 Be sure it stands level on the floor 
and attach it to a permanent drain, 
if you can do so. 
Scrub and 
clean it 
thoroughly, 
ready for the busy season that is 
ahead of it. 
Keep it well iced—always one half 
to tw'o-thifds full. If the ice gets too 
low*, the temperature rises, the walls 
of the refrigerator gets warm again, 
and when new* ice is put in, it has 
to do double work. 
Do not put food in the ice cham­ 
ber. The ice chamber is built to con­ 
tain ice and not food. Every inch of 
ice surface is needed to 
cool 
and 
clean the passing air. 
Wash the refrigerator once a week 
with a cloth wrung out of cold water 
in which soda (about one tablespoon 
to four quarts of water) has 
been 
dissolved. Wipe with a clean cloth. 
Do not wrrap your ice in a paper 
or a blanket. Actual contact between 
the air to be coolod and the ice sur­ 
face is - necessary. Also the film of 
water on the melting ice absorbs the 
odors, which then go down the drain 
pipe. If th* ice melts too rapidly it 
is because the 
refrigerator is 
not 
well insulated. Any properly insul­ 
ated refrigerator, if well filled, will 
hold the i«k from Saturday to Mon­ 
day unless there is undue chipping 
for household purposes. If the refri­ 
gerator does no$ hold ice from Satur­ 
day to Monday it is good proof that 
it Is not properly insulated or that 
the doors do not fit well. 
Ke^o the doors closed. 
Be 
sure 
that thev clase tightly. When placing 
or taking out food, work rapidly and 
close the door as soon as possible. 
Take a tray with you and remove at 
one time as many things as you .ore 
going to need. Reducing the number 
of times that the door must be open 
ed saves ice and 
maintains 
more 
even temperatures.
